That Weights and Measures o 
Druggists be Carefully Tested 


The--statement that the prescription 


devlcae, counter Bcetes and measures of 


* varloua kinds used by druggists are 


not always correct and that there IB 
a certain kind of sanctity about drug- 
cists' scalefrand weighing and measur- 
ing devices hajid^ti down 
from 
tho 


time of tho alchemists is contained in 
a letter received by Commissioner Cuni- 
njlnga from tho office of the commis- 
sioner pf weights and measures at. the 
state house and tho weights and meas- 
ures officials aro admonished not to 
pass by th'e drug- stores. 
Tho letter:

DearSlr: Your attention Is respect- 


fully called to sections 1&, 13, 14, 15, 16 
and 17, chapter 62 of the revised laws, 
relative to thn testing nnd scaling of 
apothecaries' scales, weights and meas- 
ures. 
• The Held of endeavor of weights and 
measures' officials Is broad and is con- 
tinually broadening", hence, due to tho 
lack ot help, lack of facilities, and 
lack of time certain phases of work 
receive more marked attention than 
others. 
Among the classes of weights 
and measures that are neglected by 
eome of the local weights ami meas- 
ures' officials are : the weighing and 
measuring devicns in drus stores. The 
cause of this seeming ntglect, aside 
from the help or time foments, ia of- 
ten found in tha idoa that has boon 
Instilled In the minds of some o£ the 
local weights nnd measures' olllclals 
through the prevailing notion of the 
general public and many druggists that 
there Is a certain kind of 
sanctity 


about druggists' scMes and weighing 
and measuring devices. 
This notion 
has been handod down from the time 
of the alchemists. 


Thlfl Idea is typified by the recep- 


tion that the weights nnd measures' 
official very often receives upon en- 
tering a drug store. 
Thn druggist or 
clerk will smile know in glr and pay: 
"You surely do not want "to tost my 
druggists* scales, do you?" 
How ab- 


surd this is! An examination of these 
•very scales arid accompanying weights 
will cause surprise ami wonderment as 
to thetr inaccuracy. 
Even recognizing 
that the field of prescriptions is rel- 
ative -weighing: and therefore need not 
be done ' as 
c^re1 fully 
as 
absolute 
weighing, and further re'eogrni7.in^ that 
inora or less Inaccuracy or c a roles s- 
.hess does not ao materially" affect the 
results attained by prescription, in-

Important that consider able accurac 
be obtained hot only from the stand 
point of the consumer, but also fror 
the' standpoint of the druggist, as ih 
commodities handled are not only o 
considerable monetary value, but ma

A drup store of today is a peculla 


combination of drugs, soda fountain 
cigar stand, stationery, notions, etc. 
' Disregarding all these 
frills tha 
havo teen added in the past few year* 
somo of which, to be sure, nave weight 
and measures which require testing, as 
for Instance, Ice cream pnlls at so At 
fountains, the weighing and measur 
Ing devices of drug stores may be di 
vided roughly ns follows: 
First, pre 


scrlption 
devices; 
second, 
count ei 
scales and measures; third, paint ant 
oil measures; fourth, graduated glass 
ware* offered for sale: 


The sealer should call the' attention 
of the druggist to tho fact that the 
graduated, glassware which he handles 
Ehould be correct, and urge Mm to bo 
sure to order his glassware on condi- 
tion that, the f.ime IB correct, and ! 
be well to purchase the glassware sub- 
ject to the test by'the sealer. A grea' 
deal of this glass wan* is used for the 
purpose of measuring food for deli- 
cate or. sickly people, and In 
anm-* 
cases It becomes necessary that this 
be very carefully done. 
It costs no 


tnoro to have the glassware riccuratc 
than to have it inaccurate, and the 
druggist might Just as well pay for 
'vliat the goods are supposed to be. 


The weights and measures' officials 


In their tour of inspection should hot 
pass by the drug stores. Some of the 
sealers may not be equipped to test 
fiomo of the weights and if they are not 
It becomes their duty to have their 
respective boards purchase for them 
llie necessary apparatus io make the 
proper tests. 


They will need 
rx 
set 
of 
tuelrlc 
weights from 500 grams down to one 
milligram, and a set of grain weights 
from 20 grains to .01 of a grain, and 
thc-so with 
the equipment they al- 


ready have In avoirdupois weights and 
the portable balance should he suf- 
ficient to make all the tests necessary.

Inspector Faurot, in charge of the 
detective bureau, to whom 
Schmidt' 
confessed. 


"Do you wish fo place' your clienC 


on the stand?" Coroner Felnherg next 
asked counsel for Schmidt. The. an- 
swer was In the negative. 


Tho coroner told the jury that 
it 


could find that Anna Aumuller came 
to her death at the hands of an un- 
known person or that she was killed 
by a person to be named by the jury. 


"Hans Schmidt does not appear be- 


fore you on trial for murder," ho said- 
'"You are simply to find a verdict as a 
coroner's jury. 


Within 15 minutes from the time the 


first witness had taken the stand the 
jury had withdrawn for consideration 
of tho case. Within ten minutes more 
it had returned with its verdict.

ThO'^atement that the prescription 


Novices, counter scales and measures o( 
various kinds used by druggists are 
not always correct and that there la 
a certain kind of sanctity about drug- 
gists' scales and weighing1 and measur- 
ing devices handed down from the 
time of tho alchemists is contained In 
a letter received toy.Commissioner Cum- 
mings from tho office ot tho commis- 
sioner or weights and measures at the 
Btate hooso and the weights and meas- 
uren officials are admonished not to 
pass by tho drug stores. Tho letter; 
Boston. Sept. 25/1913. . 
Sealer of Weights and Measures. 
Dear Sir: Your attention la respect- 


folly called to sections 12. 13, H, 15, 16 
and 17, chapter €2 oE the revised laws, 
relative to the testing and sealing of 
apothecaries' Ecales. weights andmeas- 


Th'a Hold of endeavor of weights and 
measures' officials Is broad and Is con- 
tinually broadening, hence, due to tho 
lack, of help, lack of facilities, and 
lack of tiiho certain phases of work 
recoivo more marked attention than 
others. Aiuous the classes of weights 
and measures that arc neglected by 
eome of tho local weights and meas- 
ures' officials arc the webbing and 
measuring devices in drug stores. The 
cause of this seeming: neglect, aside 
from (lie help or time cUrmcnia, is of- 
ten found In the hit a that has been 
Instilled in the minds of sonic o f ' t h e 
local weights and measures' ofiicials 
through the • prevailing notion of tho 
general public and many druggists thnt 
there Is a certain kind of 
sanctity 
about drug-frlsts 
1 scales nnd weighing 
and measuring devices. 
This notion 
has been handed down from the time 
bf the alchemists. 
This idea Is typified by tho recep- 
tion that the weights and measures' 
official very often receives upon en- 
tering1 a. drug store. 
The druggist or 
clerk will smile knowingly and say: 
"You 
surely do not want to test my 
druggists' scales, do you?" 
How nb- 
surd this Is! An examination of. those 
very scales and accompanying weights 
will cause surprise and wonderment p.s 
to their inaccuracy." Even .recognizing 
that the field of prescriptions is rel- 
ative weighing anrt therefore need not 
bo done as 
carefully 
as 
absolute 
weighing, and further recognizing .that 
more or less Inaccuracy or careless- 
ness does not so materially affect the 
results attained by prescription, in- 


as much as the potent element In thi 
prescription Is generally tmall, yet, 
these i;ame scales aro often used in 
making weighings: where it Is very 
Important that considerable accuracy 
be obtained not only from the suind 
point of the consumer,'but also from 
the standpoint of the druggist, as th< 
commodities handled arc not only o 
considerable monetary value, but ma> 
have 
K. decided deleterious effect I 
not properly measured or weighed.. 
A drug store, of today is a peculla.1 
combination of drugs, soda fountain 
cigar stand, stationery, notions, etc. 
Disregarding all these 
frills tha 
have been a<!'Jed In the past few years 
some of which, to be sure, have weights 
and measures.which require testing, as 
for Instance, Ice cream palls at soda 
fountains, tlie weighing and mensur- 
Ing devices of drug stores may be dt- 
vldcd roughly as follows: First, pre- 
scription 
devices; 
second, 
count ei 


EL-ales and measures; third, paint ant! 
oil measures; fourth. graduated glass- 
ware- offered for sale. 
The sealer should call the attention 
of<-lhe druggist to the fact that the 
graduated-glassware which he handles 
should be correct, and urge him to be 
sure to order his glassware on condi- 
tion that the same Is correct, and It 
be well to purchase the glassware sub- 
ject to the test by tho sealer. A great 
deal of this glassware Is used for the 
purpose of measuring food for deli- 
cate or sickly people, and In 
some 
eases it becomes necessary that this 
be very carefully done. 
It costs no 
more to have the glr\5$ware accurate 
th.in to have it Inaccurate, nnd the 
druggist might just ns well pay for 
what the goods are supposed to be. 
The weights and measures' officials 
In their tour of inspection should not 
pass by the drug stores. Some of tho 
sealers may not be equipped to test 
some of the weights and if they are not 
it becomes their duty to have1 their 
respective boards purchase for them 
the necessary apparatus to n:nke th< 
proper tests. 


They will need a 
set 
of 
metric 
weights from 500 grams down to one 
milligram, and a rot of grr.ln-weights 
from 20 grains to .01 of a gr.iln, ami 
these with the equipment they al- 
ready have in avoirdupois weight's and 
the portable balance should be suf- 
ficient to make all the tests necessary.
